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REMARKS 

INTRODUCTION: 

In accordance with the foregoing, claim 1 is currently amended. Claims 8-10, 15-62, and 
67-86 have been cancelled. 

Claims 1-7, 11-14 and 63-66 are pending in the present application. Claims 1,11, and 
63 are independent claims. Reconsideration of the claims in light of the present amendments 
and the following remarks is respectfully requested. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER: 

In the Office Action mailed January 3, 2008, claims 1-7, 11-14 and 63-66 were indicated 
as allowed. In the subsequent Advisory Action mailed April 11 , 2008, the Examiner noted that in 
the amendment filed by Applicant on October 5, 2000, the amendment inadvertently omitted the 
deletion of "in said microprocessor" in claim 1 . Due to the omission, the Examiner indicated the 
allowability of claim 1 was in question and that further consideration was required. 

Applicant has amended claim 1 herein to add "in said microprocessor." Accordingly, 
claims 1-7 should be allowable. 

REQUEST FOR ENTRY IN ACCORDANCE WITH 37 CFR 1.116: 

Entry of this Amendment in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 6 is respectfully requested. 
Applicant submits that this Amendment After Final Rejection places the subject application in 
condition for allowance and the enclosed amendments comply with requirements of form 
expressly set forth in the previous Office Action.
